not what you know, but what you show!” warned party menibaes to 
destroy incriminating documents which might be used in prosecutions 
against them. oe 

They then launched a mass appeal for support... The basic objective 

. of this flood of propaganda was to attempt:to destroy the image of the 
party as an — of a foreign power and to create an image of the 
party.as.an independent political entity. - 

I shall now review the operations in the counterespionage and do- 
mestic intelligence field. 

For over three decades the Soviet Union has directed a vicious, 
concerted espionage attack against the United States. This aati. 
continues unabated and, in fact, throughout the history of the world, 
espionage has never been emphasized to the extent and with the 
fanatical dedication now being practiced by the Soviet-bloc countries. 

Numerous intelligence-gathering sources make up the highly inte- 
grated Soviet-bloc espionage apparatus. Covert intelligence collec- 
tion is accomplished under the cover of every Russian-run establish- 
ment in the United States. Other operatives function clandestinely 
under false identities without any observable contact with the official 
establishments. Asa part of the overall apparatus, the Soviets greatly 
increase their intelligence collection potential by pressing into their 
service the foreign intelligence facilities of their satellite nations in 
the United States was well as in other parts of the world. The Soviets 
not only have access to all data obtained by the satellites but they also 
maintain an advisor system at satellite headquarters level to make 
certain that the satellites operate consistent with Soviet interests. 

Over the years, no phase of American ela has been immune to 
Soviet-bloc intelligence attempts. The Soviets have attempted to ob- 
tain every conceivable type of information. The targets have been 
all-encompassing and have included aerial photographs, maps and 

charts of our major cities and vital areas, data regarding the organi- 
zation of our military services and their training programs, technical 
Classified and unclassified information concerning nuclear weapons, 
planes, ships and submarines. Of prime interest to the Soviets is 
information concerning U.S. military bases, including missile sites 
and radar installations, 

They have probed to penetrate our most critical intelligence and 
counterintelligence organizations. Their interests extend to the collec- 
tion of data regarding codes and the latest scientific developments in 
the electronics, jet and missile fuel, and atomic energy fields. Their 
operatives have been occupied in gathering information concerning 
American industrial facilities, material with which they can compro- 
miseAmerican Government officials, and political and economic data 

Through the years the number of officials of the Soviet-bloc coun- 
tries assigned in this country has been. increasing. Our investipa- 
tion and penetration of Soviet clandestine intelligence collection has 
clearly established that these official personnel assigned to the United 
States have been used extensively for espionage purposes. In fact, a 
former Soviet intelligence officer who defected from the Russians has, 
estimated that some 70 to 80 percent of the Soviet officials in the 
United States have some type of intelligence assignment, 

Mr. Hoover. Historically, the Soviet-bloc has made extensive use 
of its official trade organizations as covers for espionage operations. 
With greater freedom of travel and the opportunity to make direct 
contact with Americans engaged in commerce and industry, the use of 
commercial cover is fully exploited by the Soviet-bloc intelligence 


services. 

Since 1957, there has been a steady upward trend in the number of 
Soviet cultural, technical, and educational exchange groups visiting 
the United States. Soviet tourists are also on the increase. The 
Soviet intelligence services make use of these groups to implement 
their intelligence operations in this country. 


Capitalizing fully on the basic freedoms guaranteed in the United 

States, Soviet-bloc intelligence personnel employ.a variety of tech-. 
niques in amassing great volumes of extremely valuable but unclassi- 
fied intelligence information. 
For example, during fiscal year 1961, Soviet officials alone made 
more than 14 intelligence and reconnaissance trips throughout the 
United States. During such trips, they visited areas of strategic sig- 
nificance, noting military installations and industrial facilities, and 
collecting available maps, photographs, and other detailed data con- 
cerning powerplants, transportation systems, and the like. 

They purchase and subscribe to hundreds of U.S. newspapers, maga- 
zines, and military, scientific, or industrial publications of intelligence 
significance. 

hrough direct correspondence with U.S. industrial facilities and 
business firms, Soviet-bloc officials obtain blueprints and photographs, 
production statistics, and other invaluable data concerning U.S. equip- 
ment and production methods. In carrying out these activities, they 
frequently resort to the use of intermediarie= or otherwise conceal their 
official status. ; a : : 

With privileges and immunities, Soviet-bloc personne] attached to 
the United Nations are becoming increasingly more active in Soviet- 
bloc intelligence operations. These countries are expanding their rep-» 
resentation on the United Nations Secretariat, Soviet representation, 

alone having jumped from 30 on July 1, 1957, to 72 on January 1, 1962

Guthrie Returns from Goodwill Tour of Russia: 


THE FARM TRIBUNE 
FROM CALIFORNIA FARM BUREAU MARKETING ASSOCIATION NEWS ROUNDUP 


Points Out Soviet Farm System Inefficiencies 


In the race for space supremacy, 
the Soviet Union may be a match for 
any nation. But when it comes to 
producing the agricultural needs of 
its own citizens, the U.S.S.R. is woe- 
fully behind most of the world, re- 
ports John Guthrie. 

Guthrie, a feedlot operator of the 
Porterville area and formerly a di- 
rector of the Marketing Association, 
returned to the United States early 
in October after a week goodwill 
tour which encompassed not only 
‘Russia, but also Israel, Belgium, Po- 
land, England, Denmark, France, 
Italy, Yugoslavia, and both East and 
West Germany. He was one of about 
50 Californians who made the jour- 
ney at the invitation of the state 
Board of Agriculture. 

"The inefficiency in Russia is ap- 
palling,” Guthrie declared. ‘And it 
certainly reflects itself in the way 
they're forced to live. It would re- 
quire 1,200 persons to run a feedlot 
the size of mine if it were in the 
Soviet Union. I, and others in this 
country, can operate with only 25 
employees.” 

Guhrie actually saw no feedlots 
in Russia nor does he believe that 
the country has any operation of that 
type. He traveled extensively, how- 
ever, throughout the south-central 
portion of the U.S.S.R., and made his 
observations after noting the number 
of workers required to maintain one 
of the Russian collective farms. 

Each collective farm, Guthrie ex- 
plained, produces between 2,000 and 
3,000 acres of crops, sells them to the 
government, then divides the pro- 
ceeds among the working units. 
Russia also has a farm system, he 
said, which is both owned and con-

crops they want. They also sell their 
own crops to the state. These farm- 
er-owned plots, in fact, produce more 
than 10 per cent of Russia's total agri- 
cultural production. 

The collective farms and the state 
farms, Guthrie noted, are managed 
by state appointees. "The appoint 
ments are purely political,’ he said, 
“and have nothing whatsoever to do 
with the appointee’s farming knowl- 
edge. That's probably one reason 
why their system isn't working as 
well as they thought it would.” 

Representatives of the Soviet Min- 
istry of Agriculture, who acted as 
guides for the California visitors, told 
Guthrie and the others on the tour 


“They'd soon change their 


that Russia figures to exceed the 
United States in agricultural pro- 
duction within the next five years, 
under the current plan. In the next 
ten years, the Russians say they 
will reach production heights never 
before achieved. 

“Shortly before we left that coun- 
try,’ Guthrie said, “the Communist 
Daily Worker came out with a story, 
quoting Khruschev, that their great 
collective farm system in central Rus- 
sia had suffered its fourth successive 
crop failure. It appears now that 
even the Communists realize they're 
not going to be able to keep up with 
the goals they've set.” 

Despite Guthrie’s penchant for 
exotic foods, he lost seven pounds 
during his Russian stay. “But I think 
the reason for that lies in the indi- 
gestible manner in which they pre-

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tation procedures. Besides, a person 
can’t buy a decent cut of meat. They 
evidently cut up their carcasses any 
way the knife goes and, generally, 
it's pretty poor beef anyway. Of 
course, they don't breed animals in 
Russia like we do in this country. 
There's no such thing as a feedlot, 
but there are quite a few dairies.” 

The guides supplied the visiting 
group with dairy production statis- 
tics from Soviet herds. 

“They were pure poppycock,” 
Guthrie said. According to their 
figures, their herd’s milk production 
compared favorably with that of our 
best herds in the United States. Any 
dairyman will tell you, though, that 
production is bound to suffer when 
your cows are fed only green chop- 
ped corn, with little or no grain.” 

One asset the Soviets can claim in 
their cities, however, John noted, was 
their vast, complex subway system. 
“It's fast and efficient,’ Guthrie stat- 
ed. ‘Their subway cars travel 70 
miles per hour, and they've got three 
levels of them under the streets of 
Moscow, I've never seen anything 
like it. Each station is beautifully 
decorated with murals. depicting 
some historic scene.” 

Guthrie said it's too bad the Rus- 
sian housing isn't constructed as well 
as their subways. ‘We stayed in 
what are considered the best 
hotels,” he said. ‘They were only 
three years old, but looked as if 
they were 100. Plumbing leaks are 
common, and each of the recently 
constructed hotels and other build 
ings had netting around the second 
floor to catch falling plaster.” 

“Despite the primitive way they 
live, the Russian people throughout 
the provinces are very friendly,” 
John declared. “And they were 
curious too. Naturally, they loved 
the chewing gum and cigarettes we 
could give them, and they were 
amazed at the instant pictures we 
could get from a polaroid camera. 
But I think the boots I wore got more 
attention than anything else. In 
one of the southern provinces, I had 
one of the villagers shine them for 
me, and by the time he was finished, 
I had a crowd of people around me 
just looking at my boots. I guess 
they'd never seen anything like them 
before.
